Christopher Saur, J-'irst Uerinan Printer in America. 

In h letter written by Abram H. Cassel, dated 
June 24, i860, the following account is given of 
Christopher Saur, (Sour), lounder of the first Ger- 
man printing office in Anicrici. 

Christopher Saur, of Cennantowu, was my 
great grand lather. He the was only child of his 
father, whose name also was Christopher, general- 
ly called Christopher 1, who came to this country 
in the Autumn of 1724, when his con (my great- 
grand- father) was not quite three years old yet, 
and commenced printing in Germantown in 
1738, and carried it on quite extensively until 
1758 when he died very suddenly. From that on 
the business was continued by his sou without the 
least interruption until 177S, when the great Rev- 
olution broke up his establishment. He died a 
widower in 1784, aged 63 years and 11 months. 

He was married to Catharine Sharpneck a daugh- 
ter of Bro. Henry Sharpneck of Germantown, by 
whom he had nine children, six sons and three 
daughters, Tbeir names were, Christiana, Christ- 
opher 3, Danial, Samuel, Peter, Catharine, Esther, 
David and Samuel. The first Samuel died young, 
while he had such an attachment to th- name, he 


called another one Samuel who survived and 
left, a numerous posterity. Hts first daughter,. 
Christiana, also died yunug. Esther w»s married) 
to a Zimmerman, and Calharina to my grandfather 
Samuel Hurley, which accounts for the middle let- 
ter H iu my name. They all left a numerous pos- 
terity pxcopt the two who died young.

In a letter dated May 10, 1877, the following ac- 
count is given of the Bible printed by Saur. 
If you ask, "Have you a copy of the German Bibb* 
printed by Saur?'' I have one of each of the three 
editions he printed. 

The first in 1743, the second in 1703, and the 
third in 1776. They are all exactly alike- except 
that the references in the 1st edition are Roman or 
English letters; in the later they are in the usual 
German type, all in quarto form, about 8 by 11 
inches in size. 

In the union Bible Dictionary a mistake of fig- 
ures occurs, the date is just at 1676.

Hjjrtenlc Laws of Hoses. 

The Talmud, which is a commentary upon the 
Mosaic law, and whoso prescriptions are regarded 
by many as having the same authority, not only- 
takes account of the kind of animals used for food 
but of their state of health, and the sacrifice!?* are 
directed to examine their lungs, liver and intestines. 
Animals were considered improper for ali menta- 
tion whose lungs were adherent to the sides, even 
when these adhesions were the result of art affec- 
tion of the sides alone. Such animals must be re- 
jected, even if the adhesions exist only between 
the lobes of the lungs, and must always be con- 
demned if the sacriticer establishes the presence 
ol grains or pustules disseminated upon tne sur- 
Isce of the lungs. The lungs must be insufflated , 
and the expansion of the organ must be complete 
before the animal is accepted. Whenever the 
sacriticer finds, in following this proceeding, 
a rupture of the luug from which air escapes, he ia 
obliged to regard the fle.su as impure. To avoid 
possibility of error in this invostigatun the lung; 
must de iusulHated under water. If there is a, 
rupture, the escaping air will form bubbles upon 
the surface of the liquid. The water must be neith- 
er hot nor cold, iu order lo avoid such retraction 
of t uc tissues as would momentarily close any op- 
ening which might exist. 

What an extraordinary prescience this is! Thes 
cotilagiuui of tuberculosis has been demonstrated 
in modern fashion fur a few years only. The 
transiinaaibility of the malady by alimentation is 
not eveu now accepted by all, despite conclusive 
researches. The Mosaic law in rcalitj anticipated 
modern scitmce by several thousand years* its 
method Was mi easy and practical one, well within 
the comprehension of the ignorant. 

Tile formal obligation to wash the hands before 
eating was evidently inspired by the thought that 
dangerous material might adhere to the skin and 
eater thedige*tiveorgans with the food. The pre- 
cept was the more important from the tact that in 
the time of Muses fingers were nsed instead of forks 
at table-a custom still prevalent among the Arabs. 

This fear of the elements of contagion, this pro- 
plni-ic intuition of the presence ol microbes, we find 
also iu the nygiuue of houses and garments.
